The food, ife sahL had 1 1 scarce 1 y euiu* 
menced to digest, aud had been taken 
in the stomach less than three hours 
before death. The jurv glanced at the 
contents of the jar, while the people in 
the oourt room craned their necks to 
get a look at the receptacles. The wit- 
ness went on to minutely desorine the 
condition of the body. All the internal 
organs were ill excellent condition, and 
there was not the slightest evidence of 
disease, internal or external, although 
the brain und its covering were terribly 
decomposed 

There was a wound two inches Ion / 
and a half inch wide at the corner of 
the left eve, while near by the skull 
was ag; in fractured and a small portion 
clipped away. Near the left temple 
was u wound two inches long and ex- 
tending to the skull. Hack of thin was 
another almost the same size, while 
back of the !■ ft ear was a ragged wo.iml 
that joined the other two. Ou the left 
of the nack of the head there was 
another ugly wound, two and a iiuarter 
inches long and a fourth-inch wi ie, in 
the center of which was a Hap of the 
skin of the scalp. This had been beaten 
into the tuili layer of flesh on the skull 
by the force of the blow, anil was at 
tuched to the remaining skin at the up- 
[•■I portion of the wound. The lungs 
were free from water despite the fact 
that the In-ad was ltelow the surface 
when found and, as the physician testi- 
fied in the most emphatic manner, there 
was not the shadow of a doubt that Or. 
Croii i n death wus caused by the 
wounds he received- 
Judge Whig and Air. Forrest took 
turns in cross-examining the witness 
for nearly two hours, with the view of 
securing an admission that tin- wounds 
upon the body might have been oc- 
casioned by rough usage while fitting 
it out of the vault. Dr. Eglieit insist 
ed. however, that thev were inflicted 
prior to his death, and his testimony in 
other particulars remained unshaken

OIL TRAIN WRECKED. 

Knglneer, (Ttreaaea and Brakeman Burned 
tu l>rath. 

Kokomo, Ind., Oct. 46. - There was a 
frightful H. cident at 4 o'clock yesterday 
morning on the Luke Erie and Western 
road, one mile south of this city. Train 
No. 94, bound north, iu charge of Con- 
ductor Frank L. Forbes, with twenty- 
live cars, mostly loaded with oil and 
coal, was wrecked at the intersection of 
a switch which leads to the Kokomo 
bottle works. 

The engine, No. TO, was in charge of 
Engiuei r .take .Mehal and Fireman Ed. 
Bilinett. As the train ueared the 
switch target the engine jumped the 
track, and the scene thut followed was 
| indescribable. Thirteen curs, loaded 
I with crude oil, were piled up against 
the demolished eugu-e in a shapeless 
mass.

The volume of trade, fuir for the sea- 
son at all points, is greater than a yeur 
ago at most, though the aggregate of 
bank clearings, outside Sew lork, ex- 
ceeds last year s but .' per cent. Chica- 
go finds a larger increase, particularly 
in dry goods, while sales of clothing 
and shoes are fair, notwithstanding 
mild and dry weather; of provisions 
larger than last Tear s, ana of grain 
about as large. Boston notes a fair 
trade in dry goods, a free movement of 
hides at lower prices, sales of leather 
for present needs, and Well sold stocks 
of boots and shoes. The trade in lum- 
ber is fair, but best in finishing hard 
wood ; iron foundries are doing a good 
business, with manufactured iron free 
in sales uud hrm in price, imd coal is 
steady. The trade in food and groceries 
is good, but mackerel and cod are 
scarce. Philadelphia also notes more 
aotivity in clothing, a good trade in 
li<pi«.rs. and moderate sales of chemic- 
als at better prioes. 

The wool tiade has been the largest 
here for a loug time, and more active at

pounds, dull at Philadelphia, l'lainly 
some manufacturers are taking hold 
with more confidence, the market hav- 
ing I ieen nearly cleared of some grades 
of foreign stock imported uuaer old 
rulings, and imports of worsted shaving 
of late decreased.

Liquidation in wheat continues, with 
prioes three cents lower than a week 
ago. and sales of oo.OOO.UuU bushels 
here. Stubborn facts, heavy receipts 
and scanty exports wear out the pa- 
tience Of those who have hod faith iu a 
world's famine, and state official reports 
indicate a larger yield than those of the 
department. Uorii is tf cents higher, 
with sales of 5,/>UO,000 bushels, ana the 
export movement still exceeds last 
year's. Pork products are weak, and iu 
hogs the decline has been thirty cents 
per 100 pounds. Oil has risen three 
cents, c.tice is unchanged and sugar is 
again lower. Cotton continues down- 
ward, i ecei i its exceeding those of the 
same week lost year by 40,000 bales, and 
exports by UO.oOO bales; and while there 
has been a touch of snow in Virginia, 
the dreaded frost iu cotton states is still

' The' 1 market for securities has been 
weak,- in spue of relief in the money 
market and spme' very favorable reports 
regarding particular properties.
